Please DO NOT ASK us to ship plants in flower or plants that will be sure 
to flower on a certain day. Flowers on plants are allmost certain to be 
damaged in transit. The flowering date of orchids is affected by many 
factors such as the lenght of day,degfee of temperature,amount of light 
ete. We have no control over these factors during transit of plants. 
Whenever possible we ship plants of the varieties ordered that have 
flower sheaths. The lenght of time required for flowers to develope 
from these sheaths depends upon the variety and the care the plants 
receive during transit and after you receive them. This is a requirement 
of nature and to lead you to think otherwise would be missleading.

Considerable time may be saved in growing Cymbidium seedlings to maturity 
by growing them warm,as in a cattleya House and feeding and watering them 
often the year round. .hen grown in this manner it is not unusual to 
flower these plants within two or three years from this size plant. 
However when the plants approach flowering size,they must have cool 
temperatures Ldown. to 4&5 or: 50 Degrees) at night time otherwise they 
will not set flower spikes. Instcad they will keep on growing and maki ng 
up new leaves and bulbs but will not flower. Cymbidiums need a richer 
compost or more feeding than Cattleyas and require more Li; ht. Flower 
colors of Cymbidiums will vary under different growing and light 
conditions e 
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
